BOARD OF VILLAGE TRUSTEES, 


To the Village of Rutland : 

The Board of Trustees whose term of office commenced in 
April, 1877, was organized by the election of John B. Page as 
President, and H< L. Verder as Clerk. 

R. N. Patch was elected Street Commissioner. 

The Trustees submit herewith a list of all orders drawn by 
them upon the Treasurer, with statement in detail of the 


expenditures.

The board, through their committee, Messrs. Bates and 
Cheney, have settled vrith the collector of taxes, and the 
amountfouod due has been paid into the Treasury. 

The Treasurer’s report shows cash on hand... $428 48 

The board,have drawn orders in settlement of damage in 
connection with School Street sewer for $299.00, and there 
are two pending claims on the same account for $750.00 upon 
one of which a suit has been brought. The situation and 
construction of School Street sewer is such that the village 
will be continually liable to these claims until funds are pro¬ 
vided for a thorough repair or entire rebuilding of the same. 

The orders drawn for expenditures in the fire department 
include for new hose $1,805, and new hook and ladder cart? 
$567. It is not supposed any new material will be required 
in this department during the coming year. 

The expenses for the current year we estimate as follows; 


Fire department,..... $1,000 00 

Gas for streets,..... 900 00 

Other expenses, including night watch,. 1,800 00 


83,700 00 

To provide for the orders outstanding, less the balances in 
and due the Treasury, including the estimate for the current 
year, will re quire a tax of forty-five cents on the dollar. 
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The highway tax being appropriated for repairs on the 
streets. 

The reports of the Treasurer, Auditor, Chief Engineer and 
Water Commissioners are annexed, and the voters are referred 
to them for further details.
